Washington officials today, particularly in view of the situation on 
the Dardanelles. 
It is expected that President Wilson promptly A\ ill 


use his good offices to promote the interests of peace it the slightest 
opportunity is offered. 


Should the German chancellor, Von Bethmann-Hollwog, make i 


strong stand for an early cessation of hostilities, it was stated the 
United States will do all in its power to bring the belligerents to- 
gether for a discussion of terms.

The sinking of three more British ships by German submarines 


revived Washington interest in the situation created by England's 
declaration of the trade embargo on Germany. Nothing has been 
heard from Sir Edward Grey on the American inquiry as to the 
methods by which Great Britain proposes to carry out her new policy.

Mine Field^ot Beached? 


Berlin, March 10.— (By Wire- 


less)— Troops landed by the allies 
to attack the Dardanelles forts 
liave been driven back to their 
ships by the Turks after suffering 
heavy losses, according to Con- 
stantinople dispatches received by 
the official German news agency 
today. 


The German press asserts that 


the British admiralty's announce- 
ment of success in the Dardanel- 
les operations are untrue and arc 
designed to influence the Balkan 
countries in favor of the allies. 


This view is borne out by a 


Constantinople dispatch 
which 


says: "As an actual fact, not a 
single ship has reached the Turk- 
ish mine fields. No mines have 
been removed. Attempts to make 
an effective landing have comple- 
tely failed.

Heard from 


iuvebmd, O., March 9.—Sever- 


al months ago, iliss Henrietta Op- 
penhcimer, late of 1623 E. 117th- 
st, at the request of anxious rela- 
tives in Berlin, started an inquiry 
to determine the whereabout of 
her cousin. AVilhelm flayer, who 
was presumably with the German 
forces at Tsingtau. 


Through the assistance of the 


American diplomatic service, she 
found her cousin to be a prisoner 
of war at the Japanese concentra- 
tion camp Tokushima. On Jan. 6, 
she wrote him and also notified 
his parents in Germany of their 
son's address. 


Yesterday a letter came from 


Mr. Mayer, addressed to Miss Op- 
penheimer. But fate decreed the 
missive was never to reach its ad- 
dressee. Miss Oppenheimer, two 
weeks ago, contracted pneumonia 
and died. 


The leter, which reachecl J. R. 


Oppenheimer, the decedent's broth 
er, gives particulars of German 
war prisoners' life in Japan. It 
speaks without ill will of the Jap- 
anese. The treatment of the pris- 
oners is described as good. 


Before the war, Mr. Mayer en- 


listed in the German naval artil- 
lery. The troop to which he be- 
longed left Germany for 
Kiati-- 


Chau. Ilis parents received one 
letter from him after his depart- 
ure. 
After that, all attempts to 


get in communication with their 
son were ir vain. 


They then requested their Clcve 


land relative. Miss Oppenheimer, 
to find MV- Mayer. 
"Since the capitulation of Tsing 


tau," writes Mr. Mayer, "I have 
sent home no less than seven let- 
ters My first letter after mob- 
ilization'is dated Aug. 12. Dur- 
ing the siege itself, we could not, 
of course, carry on a correspond- 
ence'"I must say the Japanese treat 
us well. Quarters and nourish- 
ment 'have nothing to be desired.
